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All of the teachers have tried to do their duty. 
Most of them have succeeded well. Some have evinced 
superior ability. Generally, the employment of low 
priced teachers has proved to be expensive economy. In 
some instances more moral support on the part of parents 
should have been given the teachers. Much of the tardi- 
ness and irregularity of attendance have resulted from the 
indifference or ignorance vf parents relative to the mental 
wants of their children, Some scholars have been over 
worked by their parents out of school hours, thus retard- 
ing their proficiency, while still more have been allowed 
to squander the time which should have been spent in 
school. . 

With our present double-headed school laws, relative 
to the employment of teachers, it is vital that districts 
should elect prudential committees who are _up with the. 
times in educational views.. Every year brings additional 
demand for increased educational facilities for the masses. 
Most of our youth go from the district school to the battle- 
field of business, Cultivated intellect alone can compete 
with the unlettered foreigner in our midst. The immortal 
Webster well said that “there is always room enough high- 
er up.” More money should be raised for the support of
